Such was 
Franklin Roosevelt’s most 
notable contribution to history. 
Now he is dead. His untimely 
passing has come as a grieyous 
blow to all mankind. Never 
physically a strong man since 
he was stricken by the dread 
disease of infantile paralysis 
in his twenty-first year, he 
burnt himself out by unremitting 
toil and devotion to duty.. For 


jsome time past it had been 


obvious to those in close touch 
with him that he was over-taxing 
his strength. Yet, he never spared 


himself. His long journeys to and 
from, international conferences 
took a heavy toll of his health; 
and his latest trip to the Crimea 
helped to shorten his -days. 
Roosevelt died at the height of 
his prestige and his power as a 
world statesman.

Clean Food 


The importance of clean. food 
has been stressed many times, both 
in this newspaper and elsewhere; 
but it would be true to say that 
attention has been directed in 
most cases to the handling of 
food by retailers and distributors. 
The Irish Retail Traders’ Associa- 
tion has brought to notice. the 
fact that the manyfacturer often 
Yiis the person to blame for 
ithe distribution of food that is 
unfit for human consumption. 
Several times recently cases have 
appedred before the courts, in 
which. traders were prosecuted for 
selling mite-infested food; and in 
such a case the law holds the 
trader responsible, though the food 
jmay be in exactly the condition 
in which it was received from the 
manufacturer, Such an injustice 
to. the retailer is sufficient reason, 
perhaps, for an extension of the 
legislation governing the matter; 
but a far more potent reason is 
that, under this system, food must 
actually be on the market before 
laction is taken. In other words, 
it may have been sold to, and 
consumed by, hundreds of people 
before the agents of the law dis- 
cover its unfitness. If the fault in 
the food is something less tangible 
than, for instance, infestation, 
there is no remedy at all. Food- 
stuffs may be prepared © un- 
hygienically for a thousand 
reasons; perhaps, it may be 
merely that the workers do not 
wash their hands. often enough. 
the only hope of a check on this 
kind of public danger seems to be 
control at the source. The Retail 
Traders’ Association has sub- 
mitted a scheme to Dr. Ward, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health, in which a 
complete revision of the food 
laws is urged. It is suggested 
that manufacturers of foodstuffs} 
shall be subject to strict super- 
vision, ‘that all their products) 
shall be tested by the Public], 
Analyst, and that packets and. 
containers ~~ shall “be “clearly 
pa: Probably the reputable 
manufacturers—the great majority 
—would be in favour of such 
measures; for they themselves 
have an interest in the weeding- 
out of concerns which constitute 
a danger to public health, We 
look forward to a comment from 
Dr. Ward on the Association’s 
scheme.
